Examiner agrees with Applicants' assertion that Baum does not teach using a transmitted power level of the dedicated (second) 
channel to control the modulation and coding scheme of the shared first channel. Baum, however, does teach the selection of a 
modulation and coding scheme based on the power level of a channel or link. 

Examiner respecfully disagrees with Applicants' assertion that Chuah merely teaches a first channel transmitting first information and a 
second channel transmitting second information. Chuah, as was stated in the final office action dated December 1 , 2004, teaches a 
DSCH. It is well known in the art that said DSCH has an associated DCH, which can be mapped to a DPCH. The power level of the 
DSCH is associated with the power level of the DCH because the DSCH is shared by several mobile stations or UEs and can be occupied 
by only one of said UEs thus as the power level of said DCH is adjusted there will be a corresponding power level adjustment of said 
DSCH. Chuah, therefore, also teaches a transmit power of a second channel to control the power level of the first channel. 

Baum and Chuah both teach a 3rd Generation wireless system such as UMTS, which uses WCDMA, thus it would have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify the channel or link of Baum with the plurality of channels or 
links taught in Chuah in the UMTS system of Baum as said plurality of channels or links conform to the layering protocol used in WCDMA. 
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
